Gas Rationing 
In U. States to 
Be Nation-Wide 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.— 
(AP)—Rubber Director William 
M. Jeffers last night issued a 
directive to the office of Price 
Administration to institute nation- 
wide gasoline rationing in the 
United States on the same basis 
as the coupon rationing system 
now enforced in the 17 Atlantic 
| seaboard states. 

The rubber czar left up to Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson the 
decision whether gasoline rations 
should be baseti on the four gal- 
lons weekly provided in the east or 
whether some other value should be 
set for the coupons. 

Pending formal inauguration of 
the rationing program, Jeffers ap- 
pealed to motorist to ration their 
own driving and cut their speeds 
to the 35-mile-an-hour limit recom- 
mended in last week's report by the 
special committee headed by Ber-

U-BOAT SIGHTED | 

The Hudson was engaged in a 
sweep of an area of the Atlantic | 
when a U-boat was sighted full- | 
surfaced, Sqdn. Ldr. Small ap-| 
proached within 300 feet of the sub 


before the startled Nazis realized 
their danger. As they closed the 
/ conning tower hatch, depth charges 
dropped around the U-boat’s hull 
and there was continued blowing 
of its tanks. 

Fifty-five minutes later there 
| was a heavy explosion which, the 
crew said, caused a much greater 
upheaval of water than had the 
| big depth charges. The sub sur- 
faced immediately, apparently 
from the force of the explosion, 
and its deck was raked by ma- 
chine-gun fire from the circling 
| aireraft, Then as the sub sank 
again, oil patches and some 
wreckage were observed.

“It appears evident. that this can 
be considered a ‘kill’.”

JAPANESE REPORT 


Examples are numerous. The 
most recent and most curious, per- 
haps, is a Japanese report that 
Japanese naval forces have arrived 
with German and

It may be true. Little as Japan 
could spare even one submarine 
from her own vast sphere of sea 
action, she may have sent one or 
more into the Atlantic. It could 
be done; but the only reason for 
doing it is sufficiently clear.

HUNS IN HOT WATER 


The connection betv7en this ac- 


tion and the small-scale raid on 
Oslo, the first upon the Norwegian 
capital in more than a year, was 
not clear but the R.A.F. recently 
has been engaged in a spreading 
aerial mine-sowing campaign in 
German shipping Janes. A Vichy 
broadcast today quoted Stockholm 
advices as saying two ships had 
struck mines “laid by British 
planes” off Sweden's Baltic coast in 
the last 24 hours. 

One thing was clear though, and 
that was the Germans were find- 
ing themselves in deeper hot 
water in Norway. 

With that strategically - located 
Scandinavian country commanding 
heightened attention from both 
Britain and Germany, official Nor- 
wegian sources said in London that 
Quisling’s party was so badly split 
that Gen. Nikolaus Von Falken- 
horst, Nazi occupation commander, 
had asked Hitler to dismiss Quis- 
ling and fully “Germanize” Norway. 


QUISLINGS ARE SPLIT 

The Quislings are reported split 
internally as well as snubbed by 
Norwegian labor and industry. 


Norwegian industrial associa- 
tions followed the labor lead, 
these forces said, in overwhelm- 
ingly rejecting Quisling’s plan for 
a co-operative parliament 
on the Fascist order. 

Even while the Quislings were 
meeting during the week-end 
continuing outbreaks were re- 
ported in Osio. 

The Norwegian telegraphic agen- 
cy said patriots broke into build- 
ings on the Bislep sports stadium 
where the Quisiing party was 
forming a parade and smashed 
standards, then made a_ bonfire 
from stacks of the Quisling news- 
paper Fritt Folk 


Stadium buildings were report- 


ed damaged by fire. A number of 
arrests were made. 


“The Norwegian capital is in a 


virtual state of emergency,” the 
news agency said.

Stiffening Britain's maritime 
spine, Canada’s navy has grown 
from a pre-war total of 15 ships, 
manned by 1,800 sailors, to a pre- 
| sent force of 400 warships, staffed 
by 41,000 officers and men. Plans 
| for expansion, it is authoritatively 
announced, will boost that num- 
ber to 550 fighting ships, with a 
total man-force of 45,000, 


Britain's losses include three 
battleships, six aircraft carriers, two 
battle cruisers, 20 truisers, 92 des- 
troyers and 44 submarines. 

Despite her maritime fatalities, 
Britain now probably has 15 battle- 
ships, 200 destroyers, 200 corvettes, 
nine aircraft and seaplane carriers, 
including the 23,000-ton carriers Im- 
placabie and Indefatigable due for 
completion this year, and the Em- 
pire’s newest battleships, the 35,000 
tonners Anson and Howe, both re- 
ported ready for action.

The Bureau of Statistics finds that 
from December to August the cost of liv- 
ing advanced further in Edmonton than 
in any other Canadian city except St. 
John, N.B., where the increase was the 
same, 2.7 points. In the larger cities of 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancou- 
ver, the level rose 1.9 points, 1.7, 1.9, and 
2.6 respectively. 

The cost of food seems to have been 
chiefly responsible. At Edmonton this 
item rose 9.1 points, while elsewhere the 
rise ranged from 8.7 points at Halifax 
down to 3.6 at Saskatoon. 


Edmonton being the centre of a dis- 
tinctively mixed-farming district, this 
showing is surprising. One factor may be 
that a good many foods are not produced 
locally, but are imported, and the freight 
charges bear most heavily at the end of 
the longest haul. 

The figures do not mean that Edmon- 
ton is the most expensive place in Canada 
in which to live, or one of the most expen- 
sive, It may in fact be the cheapest of all 
the cities in which to live. The figures 
show the increases which took place in the 
six-month period—not the comparative 
levels at which prices now stand in the 
different cities. 


It may be inferred that food prices in 
Edmonton last December were rather 
lower than elsewhere, and that a levelling- 
up movement accounts for the sharper 
advance here.

They May Come This Way 


The Japanese battle fleet sent to ‘‘mop 
up” the Allied forces in the South Pacific 
got a preliminary mauling by U. S. bomb- 
ers. The Australians have completed 
clearing out the invaders at Milne Bay, 
and stalled the enemy advance toward 
Port Moresby. Three Chinese columns 
are driving on Kinhwa, the last of the im- 
portant air fields captured by the Japan- 
ese early this summer. 


With Stalingrad still functioning as a 
killing pen where thousands of Nazi sol- 
diers are dying every day, and the Allies 
holding their own on the Pacific front, 
Tokyo cannot be altogether satisfied that 
conditions are favorable for an immediate 
attack on Siberia—an attack which must 
involve a huge army supported by air 
forces, transports and naval vessels on a 
large scale. That the projected invasion 
of India will be attempted in these circum- 
stances is not likely, 

If Tokyo plans opening an offensive 
somewhere other than against Australia, 
another thrust toward the Hawaiian is- 
lands, or a raiding expedition against the 
western coagt of this continent may be on 
the books. Either adventure would in- 
volve mainly sea and air forces, eliminat- 
ing the problem of transporting and main- 
taining a large army oversea. 

It will not do to forget either of these 
possibilities in assuming that Nippon’s 
next blow will be aimed at Siberia. Japan 
went into the war on its own account, and 
it is with the United States—not Russia— 
it must eventually deal.

The Wheat Pile 


It is calculated that when the present 
crop has been threshed there will be 
enough wheat in Canada to supply the 
home demand for 20 years. 

The grain will not, of course, be kept 
for that purpose. If that could be done, 
and were done, the wheat-growers would 
have to be put on pension for two decades, 
At home or abroad, by humans or by ani-, 
mals, the wheat will be consumed, and re- 
placed by the yield from future crops. 

If means can be found to transport it, 
Russia will consume an indefinitely large 
amount of our surplus wheat during the 
coming year, for its own fields have been 
ravaged by the enemy. And should Can- 
ada still have a surplus when the war 
ends, there will be need of it in the Nazi- 
starved states, 

But wartime restrictions and trade 
dislocations are not wholly to blame for 
this great accumulation of wheat. Canada 
had huge and increasing carry-overs in 
pre-war years. The wheat ‘problem’ is 
older than the war, and will not be solved 
when the war ends by the temporary cla- 
mor from war-hungered nations. 

The long-range view is that Canadian 
farming, particularly western farming; 
will have in future to be more diversified. 
World wheat production has outrun nor- 
mal world demand. War conditions are 
now giving farmers a strong inducement 
to develop livestock and other branches 
of their business. “Mixed” farming is like- 
ly to be found the more profitable also in 
post-war years,

was wiped off the calendar with 
$300,000 worth of tickets already 
sold or ordered and with a $1,000,000 
gate in prospect. 

Stimson issued his order after a 
series of conferences with war de- 
partment men and officials of War 
Boxing, Inc., the organization set 
up to run the bout. He had con- 
ferred for several hours over vari- 
ous aspects of the arrangemeuits, 
among them the plan to deduct 
$135,451 from the gate to pay debts 
listed against Louis and Conn. 

At the conclusion of the meetings, 
Stimson announced that “the stand- 
ards and interests of the army do 
not permit the proposed contest to 
be carried out.” 

“There is no reflection upon the 
principals,” Stimson added. “Fur- 
thermore, the army appreciates that 
Louis has heretofore generously 
contributed his efforts both to the 
army and the navy without return, 


EXPENSES ALREADY $15,000 


“TL regret that | have felt it necess- 
ary to disagree with decisions of 
Mr. John Kieran and his asso- 
ciates, who have given their devot- 
ed and patriotic services to assist 
the army emergency relief.” 

In New York, Jacobs had no com- 
ment except to say that since he 
was promoting the fight under the 
direction of War Boxing Inc. any 
statement would have to come 
from that organization. He did point 
out that promotional expenses so 
far involved ran to about $15,000. 

Jacobs was not certain whether 
he would be reimbursed for this 
outlay.

TORONTO, Sept. 26. — (CP) —

“I say we were scuttled because 
we had every reason to believe at 
the National Hockey League meet- 
ing in May that the Americans 
would get Madison Square Garden 
dates as usual,” said Dutton, “It 
wasn't until Sept. 16 that I was ad- 
vised by telegram by President 
Frank Calder that no dates were 
available for the 1942-43 season for 
the Americans. 

“The telegram came one day 
after the Canadian and American 
governments had given the green- 
light signal for hockey to go ahead 

“If the National League authori- 
ties had given me any inkling last 
May about the shut-off at Madison 
Square Gardens I wouldn't be a 
scuttle victim. Know where I'd be? 
I'd be setting up business in Buf- 
falo. Had my eye on that city for 
long time. And I would have

Watchman what of the Night,” 


“The Cry of the Wat ‘ 
ry of the Watchman 
Isaiah 21:12 —-“ 

T IS A GREAT MISTAKE to think that the sole func- 
tion of a prophet is to forecast the future, or to draw 
up precise and definite blueprints of events that are 

to come. Ali the prophets lived, thought, and wrote, 
with an ear to the ground of what was actually transpiring 
in their own age. It was because Isaiah understood his 
own age so well that he has a message for the crowded 
hour of life in which we live today. The prophets were 
in the truest sense of the word historians who from their 
knowledge of the past deduced certain principles by which 
the ways of God with men and nations were governed. 

The metaphor which the prophet uses here is one that 
can be well appreciated by us today. An invasion is ex- 
pected! There is the same feeling of tension as we read 
his words that we all experienced after Qunkirk, when al- 
most hourly, we expected an invasion of Britain. All the 
great empires which made that situation are gone. Edom, 
Assyria, Judah all are gone! But while they are gone, the 
prophets answer to the Watchman’s cry is timeless in its 
relevance and meaning for the hour in which we live. 
Nothing in life or history, nothing in the lives of men or 
nations ever settles down to a dead level. Nations and 
peoples with life within their souis must inevitably change 
and grow in experience as they change. People who are 
afraid of change are afraid of history and themselves. 
The morning follows the night. Assyria then dominant 
and all powerful would soon be a passing phase. Nazi 
Germany now raging through the world, seeking world 
power through slaughter and war, will pass from the 
scene as did Assyria, and the elements of real life and 
progress which she sought to destroy, will have their re- 
surrection and live again. 

In days of war weariness when our strength may well 
be sapped by over-indulgence in self-sorrow we can take 
heart from a timeless message like this. There is hope in 
the voice of the Watchman! The morning is breaking 
through the darkness of the night! I suppose the only 
reason the Watchman has for saying this is that he had 
seen hundreds of other mornings dawn. Morning had 
never failed. 

He knew that down beneath the surface disturban- 
ces of life are the deep surging tides of a purpose con- 
ceived in love and carried into action by the power of 
righteousness. So when defeatists cry that we have lost 
everything at Tobruk and the arm-chair critics demand 
the scalps of our statesmen and generals, our answer is 
that a lost battle does not mean a lost war. The morn- 
ing is brought nearer in this conflict by the strengthening 
of our resolve and by the steeling of our souls to see to it 
that we fulfill our pledge to the growing numbers of our 
immortal dead. The prophet urges his generation to find 
the renewing of their strength in a new awareness of the 
spiritual implications of the might struggle in which they 
are engaged. In this awareness is the light of the morn- 
ing and the light of Victory,

Store sweet potatoes in a dry place 
where they wen't chill. 

POTATO SCALLOP 
Serves 4 to 6) 

Six medium-sized potatoes, 2 ta- 
blespoons flour, 11-2 teaspoons salt, 
pepper, 4 tablespoons fat, 11-2 cups 
hot milk. 

Wash, peel and slice potatoes. 
Grease a shallow baking dish or 
pan. Put a layer of potatoes in the 
dish. Sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and flour. Dot with fat. Repeat 
until all potatoes bave been used. 
Pour in hot milk. Bake in slow 
oven (300 deg. F.) until potatoes 
are browned on top and soft 
through. Takes about one hour. 
Add more milk if potatoes get dry. 
To prevent curdling, use very fresh 
milk and cook slowly. 

SWEET POTATO PUDDING 
Serves 4 to 6) 

Two tablespoons fat, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 cup corn syrup or 
cane sugar syrup, 1-2 orange, both 
juice and rind, 2 cups mashed sweet 
potatoes, 1 or 2 eggs, 1-2 cup milk 


Add fat, salt, syrup, orange juice 


and grated rind to hot mashed 
sweet potatoes. Add beaten egg 
yolk and milk. Beat well. Fold in 


stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into greased baking dish; bake 


minutes, until pudding sets.

No matter how beautifully the 
baby’s routine is planned; no matter 
how amiably he fits into it and how 
Satisfactorily it is progressing, there 
always will be complications, emer- 
gencies and accidents which will 
upset it. 

This does not argue that because 
of these emergencies, schedules 
should not be instituted. Far from 
it. We have come to see how valu- 
jable they are. For when baby ex- 
|pects his meals at the same time 
daily, his stomach is ready for the 
meal, and when his anticipation is 
fulfilled he is as happy as if he had 
brought it about himself.

For 
discipline consists in checking or 
over-ruling the baby's own heedless 
desires in favor of those which are 
| for his own benefit. These regular 
happenings are disciplinary in the 


jsense that they happen whether 
baby wants them to or not 
But there could be no regime 


{established which would not suffer 
some disruption sometime. Babies 
get sick. Toilet activities vary with 
teething and colds and whatnot 
Sleeping habits are broken when 
children are ill 
| Journeys upset the child’s habit 
}of sleeping at certain hours and in 
certain beds. In such case foods 
are different and are eaten at 
changing hours and under changing 
circumstances, ‘ 
None of these things, while mo- 
mentarilly disjointing a good sched- 
ule, need destroy ji. When a habit 
| has vigor, such as baby’s daily habe 
its have, it can very easily be resus- 


citated 

The mother herself should have 
faith in the power of habit and 
should have patience when the 


habits are disrupted. When the’ ill-

Chloride Will 
Lay Dust in 


Home Grounds 


Does a cloud of dust pursue 
your car as it makes its way up 
the driveway? If you've an un- 
paved driveway, you probably are 
troubled with dust in hot, dry 
weather, 

Those same _ calcium - chloride 
flakes you may have used last 
winter to break up icé on steps, 
walks and driveways can be em- 
ployed to bind the surface of any 
unpaved driveway. When the flakes 
are spread over a surface and ex- 
posed to the moisture in the air, 
they dissolve, forming a clear, color- 
less solution which penetrates three 
to five inches into the surface and 
prevents dust rising. 

CAN BE USED 
The flakes can be used as they 


come from the bag. Spread a layer 
on a small area and then distribute 
evenly with a shovel, rake or broom. 
As the moisture content of the air 
affects the speed with which the 
flakes dissolve and soak into the 
surface, the dust-laying process 
should be undertaken following a 
light rain or shower. If you want 
to do it and it has not rained re- 
cently, sprinkle the surface of the 
drive with water before depositing 
the flakes. 


As the flakes spread as they dis- | 


solve, they should be carried only 
to within about a foot and a half of 
either side of the driveway. 


DEPENDS ON SURFACE 

The amount of flakes to be ap- 
plied at one time depends on the 
clay or earth content of the sur- 
face. Two applications each season 
usually are enough to maintain a 


dust-free driveway. The first appli- | 


cation should be about three-quar- 
ters to one and one-quarter pounds 


a square yard. When dryness ap- |

Since 
these manuscripts were mostly 
written in long-hand, it was im- 
possible to have such extensive 
systems of free public libraries as 
we have had since the invention of 
printing. The public library of any 
community is one of the most im- 
portant institutions of that com- 
munity and deserves both patron- 
age and support.

Refugee Pastor 
To Preach Here 


Over Week-End 


Known by the Gestapo as 
“public enemy number one” and 
banished from Hamburg in 1935, 
the Rev. Bertil Forsgren, Swed- 
ish pastor, will speak in Edmon- 
ton this week-end, at the Pente- 
costal Tabernacle, ‘ 

“With Christ in Nazi Germany” 
will be the topic of Mr. Forsgren's 
talk at 8:00 p.m, -Saturday. At 
11:30 a.m. Sunday he will discuss 
the ‘subject “Hitler versus Christ,” 
and at 7:30 p.m. he will address the 
public on “How I Was Banished by 
the Gestapo.” 

The minister left Stockholm in| 
1930 and established a branch of 
the Pentecostal Assemblies in Ham- 
burg, where in five years, his con- 
gregation grew from 22 to 2,500. 

From the outset of Hitler’s ad- 
vent to power, Mr. Forsgren re- 
fused to comply with the decree 
that two-thirds of the membership 
of the church's board should be 
Nazis. 
CHECKED MEETINGS 

Consequently, Gestapo agents 
checked all of his meetings, his 
home was searched and he was 
taken to Gestapo headquarters and 
questioned repeatedly. Finally he 
was arrested and was banished} 
under police guard. 

Mr. Forsgren has said that his 
own and the Assemblies’ property | 
was confiscated by the Nazis, and 
after his departure members of his 
church became involved in even} 
more difficulties with the Nazis.
